EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The plague, the spread ef which th 
European powers are now trying to pre- 
vent is an aggravated maglignant fever, 
which, in certain portions of the ex- 
treme East, always prevails mere er 
less, and is liable to become a terrible 
epidemic. Egypt, Syria and the twe 
Turkeys are subject to its ravages, the 
former particulary.

During the 
middle ages it frequently invaded 
northeru and central Europe, and there 
is every reason to believe that the

name.

THE COMING BILL.

The William's bill which passed the 
house by an almost unanimous vote 
last week seem: to cover the ground 
better than any heretufore. The dif- 
ficulties in the way of regulating rail- 
roads by law probably never were 80 
apparent to our legislators as they are 
since they have earnestly set to 
work to remedy the evils com- 
plained of by their constituents. 
We believe there are honest men 
enough in both bodies to secure the 
passage of any measure which will 
meet the case, but the question is 
which is the best, and if none are 
equal to the case, what could be made 


that weuld fit it? A commissios 
might become the creature of the cor- 
porations. A law which would class- 
ify all the articles likely to be offered 
for shipment and fix the maximum 
rates at which they might be charged 
might be good when passed and be- 
come anything but applicable the 
week after. The conditions might be 
entirely different andl as entire or par- 
tial remodeling of the limits be nee 
essary at any time. 

The evils of which the people of 
Nevada complain are net so much in 
big rates as in discriminations. The 
railroad companies have not only 
chatged high prices fer transportation, 
but there is abundant evidence that 
they have charged persens in one town 
more than other persons shipping the 
tame kiud of freight to and from the 
same places, and certain stations have 
to pay more than other stations. far- 
ther apart. This it was hoped the 
present legislature would find means 
to correct and it is generally believed 
that the William’ bill is the coming 
measure, It specifies first that it shall 


other shipper. Third, that it shall be 
unlawful to break cerloads or for dif- 
terent compuaies te pool the earnings 
of business for which they would 
naturally compete. Fourth, that it 
shall be unlawful to charge or receive 
eny greater compensation per car-lnad 
of similar property for a shorter than 
for a longer distance in ene continuous 
carriage. Other sections provide for 
posting schedules of rates where they 
will be accessible to the public and 
other details. The penalty attaching 
to every violation of the law is a fine 
of two thousand dellars. The bill 
ought to pass the senate as handsomely 
as it did the house and we have no 
doubt but it will. It will do fer the 
state what the Regan bill will do fer 
the United States.

The general govern- 
ment would, doubtless, grant the 
desert land of Nevada to the state as 
it did the swamp lands to Oregon and 
California.

ous temperament. He wore an im- 
mensely ruffied shirt front, long regu- 
lation black coat, a heavy slouched 
hat and a small-sized log-chaid about 
hi- neck made of gold. Such was the 
McBride known at Pittsburgh eight 
years age. His office was at the St. 
Clair hotel, and during the day it 
would be beseigel with patients im- 
pressed with the idea that be great 
physicien could cure their ills with 
his wondrous remedy. During hi- 
stay in this city he would make Me- 
Clarren's drug store his headquarte's 
to a great extent, and it is from M. N. 
McClarren a Leader reporter this morn- 
ing learned something of the career 
of this remarkable individual. It was 
McBride's policy to possess himself 
with a mysterious air, in order that 
he might the more easily gull the 
‘‘commen herd,” and his success was 
simply enormous. In the evening he 
would put up & gross of his romedy. 
take up a position ia the street, sell it 
at 81 a bottle, and when 144 bottles 
bad been disposed of, he weu!d close 
the sale, tefuse to furnish anetber bet 
tle évefiinig, and refer purchasers 
to the drug stores. He would be fl. 
lewed about the streets by crowds of 
people, and it was a favorite amuse- 
meat to take a set just inside the 
drug-store, hold a glass of soda-water 
in his hand, watch the gaping crowd 
whe stood outside, and laughingly re- 
merk that they were “d—d suckers.” 
His sales weuld frequently amount to 
$300 a day, of which fully 75 per cent, 
was clear profit. At his rooms he 
would push the crowd of patients 
about like sheep, sometimes walking 
out and leaving waiting patients in 
the rem for hours, while he was en- 
joying himself in convivial bar room 
company. They considered this part 
et the mystery, and were willing te 
be cursed in the hope of being cured. 
It was his delight to employ a brass 
band, put them in a chariot, mount 
himself alongside the driver and 
parade the streets, not forgetting 
to serenade and advertise those drug- 
giste who bought his liniment. He 
did not care for money, was dissipated, 
delighted to wear enormous chaios and 
rings, and was very fond of the games 
ef chance. Thousands of dollars did 
he make, yet he died a pauper. It is 
related of him that he once spent sev 
eral thousand dollars in fitting up a 
drinking saloen in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, and for several weeks was such 
adiligent customer at his own bar 
that he became prostrated, and hi- 
business venture flattened out. So he 
lived; often werth thousands of dol- 
lars, which he scattered about like 
water, and again poorer than the most 
illy paid day laborer; a creature of 
circunistance, picked up by some 
shrewd fellow at Buffalo when on the 
eve of committing suicide, his singular 
ranger-like persenal mode _ realized 
enormous sums of money, that went 
even as it came, like very chaff before 
the wind; and this man, known 
throughout the country, pampered by 
fortune, his greatest bane being the 
ton rapid acquisition of money, ended 
his strange careeer friendless und pen- 
niless.

Two Remerkabie Mea ef Letters. 


Between four and five years ago 
two remarkable men of letters met by 
chance at the door of the London li. 
brary. They were almost life-long 
friends, but had not seen each othe: 
for some time. In appexrance they 
presented a striking contrast. One, 
whose iron gray hair nearly reached 
his shoulders, was bent and feeble; 
the other, with his naturally florid 
face set off by thick white whi-ker- 
and mustaches, seemed to have a long 
lease of life. Lewes, exclaimed th: 
second, “‘can it be you? My junior by 
five or six years, you ought to be af 
least as well as am. Cela depend. 
my dear Oxenford,’ was the reply. 
Not long afterward the apparently 
robust man was seized with what 
proved to be a fatal disease, and his 
prematurely aged friend has now 
joined him inthe grave. Those who 
are acquainted with the = story 
of Geerge Henry’ Lewes carl; 
struggles may perceive tha 
“cela depend” a certain mewrnful sig- 
nificance, a faint echo of the past. 
Less fortunate than Oxenford, he re 
ceived from his parents nothiog more 
than a fairly liberal education, and at 
the age of 18 or 19 found himself de- 
pendent upon his own exertions for a 
liveliheed.

enford, Jerrold, and the present music 
critic of the Times were the priocipal 
figures—he had to deny himself many 
at the necessaries of existence. Fame 
ef length marked him for her own; 
but in the meantime his constitutios 
had been incurably impaired by want 
and intense applicatien, and had it not 
been for the devotion of his gifted 
wife, the authoress of ‘‘Romela’ and 
‘Da niel Deronda,” he might not have 
lived so long as he did.

A dreadful accident happened at 
noon Saturday resulting in the death of 
William C. Lewis. As J.C. Lewis 
was cressing the Virgivia street bridge 
on his way to hie residence on Lake 
street he caw his son come down te 
the river about a hundred yards east 
of the bridge.

As the 
water at that point is only from twe 
to three feet deep, it was supposed that 
Lewis was under the ice. Io a few

for her husband was heart-reudiag to 
witness; For along time the search 
Was ubavafling.

At the Congregational church Rev. 
Mr. Drahms used the words Christ 
the power vf God and the wisdom of 
Ged.” He said: The relatien which 
the text sustains te the context illus- 
trates two of the leading elements of 
Chrstianity, and runs the parallelism 
between God's power and man's power, 
between Divine and human wisdom, 
and illustrates by an apt comparison 
the superiority of the Divine above 
the human. The Jewish and Greek 
minds represent the two opposite re- 
ligious philesophical concepts not only 
of their time, but of the race, the one 
leaning teward power, representing 
the material, the other, standing for 
culture, the intellectual. The predi- 
lections of the Jewish mind is readily 
traceable in their experience. From 
their crude choice of Saul and the 
domp of a kingly court, te their cere- 


monial constructions upon religious 
life, their sensualism prepares the 
mind for their rejection of the Messiah 
whose advent they associated alone 
with exterual prestige aod temporal 
pewer. Christ's humility, his essential 
righteousness, his love, elements of di- 
vine power that have since lain their 
golden chains upon the captive hearts 
of miilions, and become the only po 
tent factors of salvation, are to the 
coarse r of the 5 
a stumbling block. To every indivi 

tal who comes to the gospels with 
precoacieved netions and a false con- 
ception of moral power, Christ is a 
stumbling block. But “to us whe 
are saved,’ that stumbling block 
becomes the stepping stone into 
a diviner life. The Greek mind repre- 
senting the higher ideal, reaches forth 
into the world of thought, refined in- 
tellectual cencepts, “Greeks after, wis- 
dom.” Their leaders were men of 
grand mental compass and noble aspi- 
ratious. They gathered around them 
a few kiodred souls of like sympathies, 
and attempted to build up human 
society with their seclf-righteousness, 
from the top downward. But Christ 
comes with a grander philosophy, true 
te the nature of things he applies the 
principles of his divine plan at the base 
ef human society, with the outcast, 
the degraded, and works outward and 
upward from the substratum, a truly 
scientific methed, whese very simplic- 
ity was to the Greeks’ foelishness. 
His motto was the grandest that ever 
fell from human lips, “this mao re- 
ceiveth sinners.” Macauley relates 
that a certain stained window in an 
English cathedral was made by an ap 
prentice of the broken fragments which 
the master rejected, and which exceed 
ed in exquisite beauty all the others. 
So the Divine workman builds up hu 
man society from therefuse fragments, 
with sinners, until its glorious design 
excels all human wisdom, and „the 
heavenly building groweth into a holy 
temple in the Lord.” “TheJews re- 
quire a sign and the “reeks seck after 
wisdem, but we pre ch hrist crucifed, 
unto the Jewsa stawoling block and 
unto the Greeks foolishness, but unto 
them which arecalled Christ the power 


of God and the wisdom of God.“

The little n of Auburn, which lies

The railroads are already drawn in en 
all the government maps, and it would 
be an easy task to locate the sidings 
and way stations. Such a map would 
be very useful ia many ways and 
would sell well.

No Danger. 
Regarding the reperted danger of 
another eutbreak of the Indians in the 
vicinity of camps Harney and Bid- 
well there is needless apprehension.

They 
have, however, committed no hostili- 
ties, and apparently are only striving 
to avoid confinement to a reservation. 
A party of seldiers frem Bidwell is 
out in search of them, it being sup- 
posed that they may have returned te 
that vicinity.

Interview With a Large Cattle Dealer 
Reasons Assigaéd in Favor of Di- 
rect Shipment of Beef Cattle to San 
Francis. 


In writing up the business of the 
Reno branch of the Cal. & Nev. meat 
shipping association a GazeTTE report- 
er has given the arguments in favor of 
the association stating in full all the 
reasons why cattle dealers should 
give their patronage to the above asso- 
ciation. But since he nutices every 
day or two large shipments of cattle to 
California he at once thought there 
must be seme advantage in this meth- 
od of shipment, and finding one of the 
largest cattle dealers in the state made 
the following inquiries: 

“How is it, Mr. B. that many of you 
cattle dealers ship your cattle to Sao 
Francisco and adjacent points in Cal. 


ifornia, instead of having them slaugh- 
tered here, and shipped in refrigerater 
cars?’ 

Well, I will tell you, we find it to 
vur advantage to ship our cattle direct 
for this reason: The meat association 
pay $13 50 per ton te San Francisco, 
and as they ship from 20,000 to 22,- 
000 pounds io a car, it costs them per 
car $135 to $148 50, whereas, it costs 
us but $90 per car. Again; if the mar- 
ket is stocked with meat weare not 
obliged to sell at once, and when we sell 
can make better dispesition of our 
wastage than can be done at this 
point. 

„But, Mr. B., is net the meat ship- 
ped in refrigerator cars less feverish, 
and otherwise better, than that ef cat- 
tle shipped in cars?’ 

“No; that isa mistaken idea. We 
have grounds and stock-yards in 
which we keep our stock one or more 
days, and where we givethem the best 
care before butchering. Our meat is, 
thea not in the least degree inferior to 
that of the association. And further, 
refrigerated meat is mushy when it 
thaws out, and, therefore, our meat 
is really better than that of the com- 
pany here. 

„There is anether point which is 
everlooked in this business. We out- 
side men have very sharp jobbers to 
deal with in the city. Ifa number of 
head of cattle are taken to San Fran- 
cisce without having been previously 
sold the iobbers won't buy, and a man 
is obliged, very nearly, to come to 
the terms of these jobbers. Suppose, 
instead, that the shipment is one or 
more cars of fresh meat; the weather 
is warm for a few days, as it may be 
at any season in San Franeisco; your 
resh meat cannet be kept in good con- 
dition; the jobbers say they dont want 
any meat; the next day they offer 
three cents per peund; the company 
say no, but the next day must either 
sell or throw it inte the bay. Aud 
this has occurred more than once, as 
in the case of shipments from Oregon, 
and yeur company here have had to 
sell atlower pricesthan they had to pay 
for the cattle at first.” 

“Cannot the association cempete 
with you cattle men?” 

No; not successfully, because of 
the tacts I have already stated, and 
alse we are the stronger party, and 
have, and can hold the inside track. 
They ship, say 30 head of dressed cat- 
tle, and pay $140 for a car. They must 
ship their hides, which costs additional 
freight. Then we have the horns, 
hoofs etc., which we can better dis- 
pese of than they. We ship sixteen 
te eighteen head of cattle and pay 
$90 per car. Now you can easily per- 
ceive that they have virtually no ad- 
vantage over us io point of the cost 
of transportation. We can take bet- 
ter advantage of the market and as a 
rule oversell them. I have studied 
this question thoroughly and given « 
practical test to all the points having 
any bearing there on, and I find a decided 
ud vantage in our method over theirs. 
And this is clearly seen by the results. 
We are making more money than they 
are,and on less capital. At first we 
were fearful of serious competition, 
bat all the results are in our favor. 
We have no disposition to crowd the 
association; they don’t injure our bus- 
iness, but have, on the contrary, drawn 
greater attention to Nevada beef. 
We hold the key and hope they will 
thrive.

We never have been more deeply 
stirred, or mere profoundly impressed, 
than we were at a Welch funeral a 
few years ago. The deceased person 
was a laboriag man, a miner we think,

His disease was consumption, fol ow- 
ing on a cold contracted at the burn- 
ing of his country residence,“ Webster 
Place, at Marshtield, Mass., a vear 
ago. Mr. Webster was a resident of 
Boston, but came to New York for 
medical treatment last Nevember, and 
put himself under the care of Drs. 
Austin Flint and Fordyce Barker. 
He was born in Boston on December 
7th, 1847, and entered the United 
States nary as a midsnipman at 
fifteen. In 1867 he was graduated 
from the Annapolis naval academy. A 
year later resigned his position im the 
navy in consequence of the accidental 
loss of the upper joints ef three fingers 
of his right hand. He then went to 
live at Wedster Place, which he had 
inherited from his grandfather. There 
he began the study of law, and after 
several years practice in Massachusetts 
retired from his proffesional labors. 
Colonel Fletcher Webster, his father, 
who had been secretary of legation 
under Caleb Cu:hing when the latter 
was minister to China, organized the 
„Webster Regiment in Massachu- 
setts during the civil war, and was 
killed fighting at the head of it dur- 
ing General Banks’ retreat wp the 
valley of the Shenandoah. He was 
Daniel Webster's elder son, and his 
younger brother Edward died of a 
fever in the Mexican war.— V.

A Gazerre reporter to-day visited 
the public schools and afterwards had 
an interview with Dr. Dawson, the 
county school superintendent. In the 
second primary room. presided over 
by Miss E. C. McNeely, he found 
fifty-five little omes packed very 
snugly. Their teacher could utilize 
more room if she had it, and do better 
work with a less number of scholars. 
As it is, she is doing her best to in- 
struct them by McGuffy’s charts, 
Sheldon’s primmer, first reader and 
second reader, begun. They also are 
taught to count and write on the 
blackboard part of their lessons in 
spetimg- 

In the primary department, taught 
by Miss Frankie Gibbsare fifty pupils. 
They are instructed in reading, spell- 
ing, writing and the first steps in 
mental and written arithmetic aud 
geography. Miss Gibbs’ room is too 
small yet she is doing satisfactory 
work. Ip the second intermediate 
department Miss Ellen Emery is the 
teach, Herere one finds fifty-five boys 
and girls, busy yet very quiet, in one 
ofthe best rooms in the building. | 
The studies pursued in this room are 
Shelden's Fourth Reader, McGuffy’s| 
spelling, peomanship, Cornell’s Pri- 
mary Geography, Primary History of 
the Untted States and Robinson's 
Arithmetic. 

The first intermediate school is 
taught by Charles Gulling. He has 
under his charge 55 scholars. His 
room is illy adapted to so many chil- 
dren and is poorly erranged for recita- 
tion puposes. Mr. Gulling instructs 
in Sheldons fourth and fifth readers. | 
McGuffy’s spellars, intermediate ge- 
ography completed, elementary gram- | 
mar, Warren’s mental arithmetic, | 
Robiuson's U. S. history and penman- 
ship. 

Coming to the First Grade, your re- 
porter finds Orvis Ring as the prinei- 
pal of the school and the teacher of | 
this department. He has 50 scholars | 
whom he instructs in McGuffy’s sixth | 
reader and speller, Quackenbos’ phil- 
osophy, Robinson's higher arithmetic 
and algebra, Harvey's grammar and 
Steele's physiology. 

Principal Ring's room is badly con- 
structed for aceustic purposes, per is 
itrightiy proportioned for class exer- | 
cise. A small quantity of philosoph-| 
ical appartus shou!d be procured for | 
this room, also a‘library commenced. 

It is difficult to pass a just criticism 
en our public schools since the teach- 
ers, as will be seen from the above 
facts, have many difficulties to contend 
with. A primary school en the north 
side of the railroad track would re- 
lieve the present departments of their 
overcrewded condition, and enable 
the principal to give a moresystematic 
grading to the schools. Mrs. Bourne, 
the assistant teacher, hears classes for 
three rooms, viz.: Mr. Ring’s, Mr. 
Gulling's and Miss Emery's. But an 
additional teacher would be of advan- 

o in several respects. 

he public schoels here compare 
very favorably with the larger and 
older towns of this state and Califor- 
nia. They should be made as good in 
all essential respects as those to be 
found in any state of the Union. 
Parents should render greater assist- 
ance to the teachers and chileren, 
than is done in this place and fer that 
matter every town cn the coast. The 
trustees have their heads together and 
will do all in their power ta make the 
Rene public scheol the best in Ne- 
vada.
